THREATS to scrap the 
post of Weymouth and 
Portland Mayor’s chauf¬ 
feur have been branded 
“a false economy”. 

The position narrowly 
escaped the axe for 2014- 
2015 when the borough 
council agreed to make 
no mayoral service 
changes “at the current 
time”. 

But pressure to make 
savings everywhere to 
help the council balance 
its books has again raised 
the spectre that the post 
could be scrapped. 

Current Mayor, Coun¬ 
cillor Ray Banham said: 
“To do away with the 
post of mayoral chauf¬ 
feur would be a false 
economy.” 


He added that Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland’s 
civic standing and pride 
would suffer without a 
mayoral car and chauf¬ 
feur while the public 
image of the highest civic 
office would also be di¬ 
minished if the Mayor 
had to turn up in their 
own car instead of arriv¬ 
ing in a chauffeur-driven 
car. 

Mr Banham said: 
“Nigel Le Sueur has been 
a very able mayoral 
chauffeur for years. He is 
my right hand man. 

“To lose that position 
would be disastrous and 
councillors may be less 
willing to take on the role 
of Mayor if a mayoral car 
is not provided to attend

civic events.” 

He added that the 
chauffeur’s job was “all 
hours of the day and 
night”, ensuring the 
Mayor arrived at events 
on time, had help and 
support in respect of pro¬ 
tocol and that the civic 
regalia and robes were 


properly provided and in 
order. 

Mr Banham said: “I 
often have to attend more 
than one event in a day at 
different locations and 
this would be difficult or 
impossible without a 
mayoral car and chauf¬ 
feur while no chauffeur 


means no member of 
staff to act as macebearer 
at formal occasions such 
as full council meetings. 

“Mr Le Sueur’s post as 
chauffeur also sees him 
give numerous official 
talks on the mayoral his¬ 
tory to schools and other 
groups for which his 
knowledge is second to 
none.

save the post for 2014- 
2015, but my concern is 
that mayoral services will 
be reviewed again for 
2015-2016 when pres¬ 
sures on the council to 
make budget savings will 
be even greater. 

“The Mayor’s chauffeur 
is part of the civic fabric 
of this borough and to 
lose that post would dam¬ 
age the historic image of 
Weymouth and Portland.

few hundred metres 
from the new crossing 
while trying to walk 
across the A354 with her 
grandmother and two 
sisters more than two 
years ago. 

She has now been en¬ 
shrined in the teddy by 
her parents, John and 
Charlene, who take it 
everywhere with them 
including their atten¬ 
dance at the crossing 
opening at Southill on 
Weymouth Way where 
they highlighted the 
family’s mantra - Re¬ 
member Yesterday, Live 
for Today and Learn for 
Tomorrow. 

John said: “This cross¬ 
ing does mean a lot to 
us. As a family going 
through this trauma we 
want the best outcome 
so it never happens to 
anyone else. It is impor¬ 
tant to us that something 
positive happens out of 
this.” 

Charlene said: “Lily- 
Mae’s ashes are in this 
teddy bear. We take her 
everywhere and we 


brought her with us 
today to see the crossing 
which I think is great.” 

The brave couple 
thanked Southill county 
councillor David Harris 
and everyone else in¬ 
volved in creating the 
crossing and said they 
hoped that Weymouth 
Way would become an 
area where motorists 
were more in tune to the 
likelihood of pedestrians 
crossing over the nearby 
Radipole nature reserve. 

Mr Harris said he was 
delighted that the cross¬ 
ing north of Chaefy’s 
roundabout had been 
built by Dorset County 
Council as part of 
£900,000 worth of cy¬ 
cling and walking im¬ 
provements in the area 
which included crossing 
points near the accident 
point in a project funded 
by the county council, 
Government cash and 
support from cycling 
charity Sustrans. 

He added: “It is a fan¬ 
tastic scheme which will 
vastly improve safety in 
the area and release 
Southill residents from 
an existence they felt

WEYMOUTH’S Matalan store is one of a series of 
premises across Dorset to fall victim to a serial fraud¬ 
ster. 

Police, who have released a CCTV picture of the 
man, say the offender they are hunting picked up a set 
of curtains in Matalan and demanded a refund, claim¬ 
ing he had found a sharp object in them. 

He gave the same story, this time involving some 
throws, at Stewarts Garden Land in Christchurch 
while at Tesco Express in the town a man picked up 
some motor oil, walked out of the store without pay¬ 
ing, then re-entered claiming he had purchased them 
and they had leaked over his car seat. 

Bookends, a third store in Christchurch, also wound 
up the loser when a refund was demanded for some 
pencil tins which the purchaser claimed had cut his 
daughter when she opened them. It was discovered 
later that the pencil tins had not been sold. 

Police say the incidents - which also include Pri- 
mark and Wilkinson in Boscombe and Dunelm Mill 


in Poole - occurred between Lebruary 16th and March 
11th. 

In each incident a man entered the store, picked up 
goods from a display and took them to a member of 
staff demanding to be given his money back, claiming 
a fault or negligence. The amounts varied in value be¬ 
tween £70 and £175 and in all but one of the incidents, 
he was given a cash refund. 

PC Alex Green, of Dorset Police, said: “The crimes 
were similar at each store and it is possible many more 
offences have been committed and not yet been re¬ 
ported. 

“As a result of my inquiries I am now in a position 
to release a CCTV image of a man we wish to speak 
with. 

“I urge the man pictured - or anyone who recognises 
him - to come forward as soon as possible. 

“I also would like to remind all retailers to be vigilant 
and report any suspicious behaviour to police on 101.

suggestions to replace the chauffeur’s 
post had included using taxis and pri¬ 
vate limousines for mayoral transport 
as well as the Mayor driving them¬ 
selves to events. 

But Mr Banham said: “There is still 
a cost attached to that not to mention 
the isolation of the Mayor without staff 


support and its obvious threat to impor¬ 
tant items such as the mayoral chain. 

“To me any savings are far out¬ 
weighed by serious disadvantages 
which would also tarnish the image of 
Weymouth and Portland.” 

Budget debate on the future of may- 
oral services for 2015-2016 will next 
come this autumn by which time Coun¬ 


cillor Kate Wheller will be Mayor. 

She said: “I can see this situation 
clearer than most because my father 
was the mayoral chauffeur in the 
1960s. 

“Then, too, there was the question of 
whether the job should be kept but, 50 
years ago, they only got rid of the car. 
They kept the chauffeur and the chauf¬ 


feur used his own car. 

“I think the post of mayoral chauffeur 
is useful and important for the bor¬ 
ough, but it needs to be looked at care¬ 
fully so we can find out if we can do it 
more efficiently and effectively. 

“With every service under threat, we 
have to look at all alternative ways of 
retaining those services.”

County receives £5.8million to 
repair storm-damaged roads 


DORSET County Council has received £5.8million 
to help repair local roads damaged by the recent se¬ 
vere weather. 

A major programme of works is being planned for 
the county’s roads. 

But with the final repair bill likely to top £12.4mil- 
lion the council will continue to lobby for extra fund¬ 
ing. 

The council submitted bids for a number of na¬ 
tional funds to help with repairs following the wettest 
winter on record and are waiting to hear if they have 
been successful. 

The council has received to date £5,874,311 from 
the emergency payment to repair local roads dam¬ 
aged by the weather. 

Councillor Spencer Flower, Leader of the county 
council, said: “We are pleased that the amount of 
damage the county received over the past few 
months has been recognised. But this money is only 
part of the funding we need to repair all the storm- 


damaged roads. 

“An intense programme of works will be planned 
to make sure this money is spent by the Govern¬ 
ment’s deadline of the summer holidays. 

“The plan will look at carrying out repairs in the 
most efficient way, but balanced with causing the 
least disruption to local residents. 

“This is going to be a busy few months with many 
major roads across the county needing attention.” 

The programme of repairs is currently being 
planned and information will be published explain¬ 
ing how and where the money will be spent when it 
has been finalised. 

Also, due to the timescale, some planned road 
maintenance will need to be postponed until later in 
the year to keep traffic moving and boost the local 
economy. 

The county has also received £184,813 from the se¬ 
vere weather recovery scheme for the community 
impact of the storms.

support the delivery of land to meet 
the need for more homes in our 
area. 

“We are interested in sites of all 
sizes, large and small, so if you are 
aware of somewhere within the 
borough that might be suitable for 
development please do get in 
touch.”

Ammendments made to £9.3m traffic 
scheme following community feedback 


DORSET County Council has carried out a second year 
review of its £9.3million road improvements scheme for 
Weymouth. 

The report, which is required by the Department for 
Transport as part of the major scheme business case for 
the project, reviews the scheme in operation against the 
objectives laid out in the business case. 

The council says scheme objectives achieved so far in¬ 
clude improvements to bus punctuality and reliability, 
journey times for all traffic, journey time reliability for 
all traffic, air quality and pedestrian safety. 

It adds that there has been a 26 percent reduction in the 
average journey time per mile through the King Street- 
Boot Hill corridor and a 28 percent improvement in jour¬ 
ney time reliability. 

A number of amendments to the scheme are due to be 
made in response to feedback from the Park District Res¬ 
idents community group. 

These include a yellow hatched box to be added to the 
junction of Queen Street and King Street, to be imple-

mented in the spring. 

Signage will be revised for drivers and put up before 
the summer season to make access to seafront businesses 
easier to understand and there will be more signs for 
pedestrians from the rail and bus stations to the sea front 
and bus stops,and to encourage use of the subway. 

Traffic control and signal sequences at the Boothill- 
Asda junction are being investigated and, due to the clo¬ 
sure of the fire station, some physical changes in layout 
may now be possible, says the council. 

It will be carrying out a further road safety audit in July, 
there may be further improvements following that and 
county cabinet environment spokesman Hilary Cox said: 
“We now have two years worth of traffic data based on 
the original scheme and it seems to be working well in 
improving journey time reliability, but we appreciate that 
demands are continually changing. 


“After listening to the communities concerned, high¬ 
ways engineers will try to include ideas into the next 
amendments to the scheme where practicable. It is good 
that people took to time to consider how to improve this 
scheme.” 

The council said scheme objectives yet to be achieved 
include improvements to bus quality by reducing the av¬ 
erage age of the bus fleet and improvements to the bus- 
rail interchange. 

Residents’ satisfaction of the bus quality and overall 
service provided was lower than the target set, but resi¬ 
dents were very satisfied with the newly improved bus 
stops and raised kerbs. 

Weymouth Town county councillor Mike Byatt said: “I 
am pleased to see officers are monitoring the effective¬ 
ness of this scheme closely and that refinements are 
being implemented. An efficient transport network is im¬ 
portant for the sustainability of a thriving local economy 
and the scheme will help to contribute to Weymouth’s 
economic growth.”

Weymouth and Portland council’s management com¬ 
mittee agreed on January 7th to consult on proposals to 
market by formal tender a 125 year lease of the Green¬ 
hill Gardens chalets, Esplanade chalets, the Greenhill 
Play Gardens and chalets, the Greenhill Public Conven¬ 
iences and the associated facilities as detailed in the re¬ 
port.

council’s property team about the proposals at drop-in 
sessions on Thursday, April 3rd, from 3pm-7pm at The 
Mulberry Centre, Weymouth, and again at the same 
place on Lriday, April 4th, from noon until 4pm.

Councillor Peter Chapman said: “We realise that the 
Greenhill Chalets and associated facilities are a popular 
asset. 

“We believe a new operator will be able to maintain 
and improve the Greenhill Chalets and associated facil¬ 
ities to a better standard than the council can afford to. 

“The proposals are aimed at securing the long term fu¬ 
ture of the chalets and preserving the public amenities 


and access to the associated facilities.

“Consultation findings will inform our decision when 
Management Committee comes to look at this in the 
summer.”

AN importing business that sold unsafe nail polish sets in 
a Weymouth shop has been prosecuted by Dorset County 
Council’s trading standards service. 

At Weymouth Magistrates’ Court, on Monday, March 
17th, 99p Stores Limited of Northampton, pleaded guilty 
to an offence under the Consumer Protection Act 1987 of 
supplying an unsafe own brand “NailNation Superstar 
Nail polish and Emery Board” set in breach of safety reg¬ 
ulations. 

The product failed the Cosmetic Products (Safety) Reg¬ 
ulations 2008 because it contained the prohibited harmful 
substance Bis (2-Ethylhexyl) Phthalate (DEHP), in each 
of the three nail polishes in the set. 

There is evidence that the Phthalate DEHP can impair 


fertility, or result in developmental toxicity to an unborn 
child, and it is reasonable to expect that nail polish users 
may put their nails in their mouth. 

The nail polish set was purchased as part of a trading 
standards project checking cosmetics for the presence of 
phthalates. 

The investigation revealed that the company had im¬ 
ported approximately 34,500 of the nail polish sets and 
had sold approximately 14,000 of them before the com¬ 
pany removed them from sale following the results of the 
enquiry. 

99p Stores Limited were fined £3,500 and ordered to 
pay prosecution costs to the county council of £994. 

In mitigation the company confirmed that the offending 


items had been taken off shelves across the country as 
soon as they were alerted to the problems. In sentencing 
the company the magistrates took this into account to¬ 
gether with their early plea of guilt. 

Ivan Hancock, trading standards service manager for 
Dorset County Council, said: “Businesses importing cos¬ 
metic products play a critical role in ensuring unsafe 
goods are not sold to UK consumers. They are legally re¬ 
sponsible for checking that all cosmetics are safe before 
distributing them. Once prohibited goods have been dis¬ 
tributed and sold it is very difficult to ensure these do not 
put consumers at risk. Importers need to be vigilant and 
diligent and where consumers’ safety is put at risk by their 
failures formal action is always a consideration for us.” 


Talks propsed to discuss three council partnership 


COUNCILLORS are being asked to approve formal talks to consider the poten¬ 
tial for future partnership working between Weymouth and Portland Borough 
Council (WPBC), West Dorset District Council (WDDC) and North Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council (NDDC). 

NDDC has already agreed to talks and now WPBC’s Management Committee 
and WDDC’s Executive Committee will decide if they wish to open formal dis¬ 
cussions to explore the potential benefits of the three councils working together. 

WPBC and WDDC’s shared services partnership has already saved £3 million 
and been recognised as leading edge in a recent review by the Local Government 
Association. 

It sees one set of staff providing services for both councils, with each authority 
as an equal partner retaining its own sovereignty, controlling its own budgets 
and electing its own councillors. 

The development of a pioneering three council partnership is likely to attract 
substantial interest and support from the Department for Communities and Local 
Government and quite possibly some development funding from the Transfor¬ 
mation Challenge Fund. 

Weymouth and Portland Borough Council brief holder for Corporate Affairs 
and Continuous Improvement Michael Goodman said: “We have to develop new 
models of local government in response to changes in the way councils are now 
funded, but also to be positive and seize commercial opportunities that arise in 
the future. 


“A three-council partnership would represent more than 230,000 people and 
half the county area, giving us a more powerful voice in both Dorset and further 
afield to influence positive outcomes for our residents.” 

If approved, talks would help develop a vision, protocol, terms of joint working 
and business case for a partnership. 

Leader of West Dorset District Council Robert Gould said: “These are early 
days but our partnership delivery programme has always included future phases 
to work with others. 

“A three council partnership would allow us to provide services more effi¬ 
ciently, take advantage of economies of scale and work together to become less 
reliant on Government funding.” 

NDDC decided at its meeting of January 31st that talks between the three coun¬ 
cils should be pursued. 

Councillor Deborah Croney, Leader of NDDC, said: “It will be important to 
determine what the benefits would be to North Dorset residents of a partnership 
arrangement. The opportunity should be investigated further to determine if it 
might be possible to improve services, and increase our capacity and resilience.” 

Councillor Croney also advised that there had been interest from the Local 
Government Association and other organisations in respect of the proposal as a 
three-way council partnership had not been entered into before.

Are you paying the average council tax bill? 


Follow the glow home 

GLOWWORMS apparently made a recent dramatic 
appearance in Weymouth. 

These rarely seen creatures were out in force 
around the midnight hour when most of the town 
was in bed counting sheep. 

But keen natural history lovers such as myself 
were alerted to the presence of this insect by its un¬ 
usual call - “My God! I can’t see!” - heard rever¬ 
berating eerily along many pavements. 

Sadly closer inspection revealed it wasn’t glow¬ 
worms but people desperately trying to find their 
way back home, any home please! 

The late arrival of a train saw passengers join oth¬ 
ers returning home from pubs and restaurants who 
were caught out by dense fog. 

That was bad enough for pedestrians trying to nav¬ 
igate a passage back to hearth and loved ones.but 

then the council’s cost cutting measures came into 
force and all the street lights were switched out! The 
result was chaos. 

Poor visibility instantly became zero visibility and 
pedestrians did the only thing left for them to do in 
the circumstances. They switched on their mobile 
phone torches. 

Watchers were treated to the soft glowing path of 
Samsung, 02, Orange and T Mobile weaving an un¬ 
steady path broken only by curses when the holder 
hit a lamppost or wheely bin. Bed was never so wel¬ 
come. 


NEXT Tuesday is All Fools’ Day, April 1st, and a singu¬ 
larly appropriate time for 2014 council tax bills to be¬ 
come active. 

Some might say we have been fortunate to have had 
such bills frozen for three years but my complaint - if 
survey figures are accurate - is the manner in which they 
have resumed for Dorset. 

The Chartered Institute of Public Finance and Account¬ 
ancy claims the average council tax rise to be 0.6 percent 
and that the highest increase of 0.8 percent is in South 
East England where Band D properties face a bill in¬ 


crease of £11.25. 

Well lucky them, laughing all the way to the bank, be¬ 
cause down here reality is a lot harsher. 

Dorset County Council is among more than 30 councils 
nationwide hitting its residents with the maximum rise of 
1.9 percent, something CIPFA seems to have missed. 

Their cosy claim of an average Band D property paying 
£1,464 for 2014-2015 is ludicrously wide of the mark 
since Band D properties in Dorset are facing a bill for 
£1,723. 

My home is in Band C and even I will be paying 


£1,531, nearly £70 more than the claimed Band D aver¬ 
age, while the extra £301 will have to find for 2014-2015 
is nearly three times the increase the CIPFA claims is 
being paid by homeowners in the band above me! 

My bill does include the usual elements for Fire, Police 
and Weymouth and Portland council while CIPFA figures 
aren’t so clear cut. 

Whatever the true national picture, it still means that 
council tax payers in Weymouth and Portland can con¬ 
sider their bill to be anything but “average” whatever the 
band. 


Will new brand work for Weymouth? The smell of summer 


WEYMOUTH now has itself an of¬ 
ficial new brand which the Business 
Improvement District hopes will en¬ 
courage many more visitors to the re¬ 
sort to boost its town centre 
economy. 

The new brand “WE” does not, as 
one wag suggested stand for “Worth¬ 
less Expense” but has been carefully 
created after much research and talks 
to project Weymouth into the public 
eye over as wide an area as possible 
to show as many people as possible 
just what the town and its area have 
to offer. 


Its launch in Weymouth Library at¬ 
tracted both those who were quite 
taken with the new brand and a few 
non-believers, but it was away from 
the staged event that the gloves really 
came off. 

A quiet coffee got nervously 
slopped into my saucer when I found 
myself in the same area as a tirade 
from one businessman bemoaning 
both the fact he had to pay the BID 
levy and what they were spending 
his money on. 

To describe his reaction to the new 
“WE” brand as “underwhelmed” 


didn’t do his mouthful justice and his 
words carried more weight as he was 
joined in his anger by other business 
people furious that a levy they didn’t 
want to pay was, in their view, being 
frittered away on a brand they didn’t 
like and didn’t have faith in. 

The BID genuinely believes the 
new brand will attract more people 
in to sample what Weymouth has to 
offer, but if it can’t convince a num¬ 
ber of its own members about that 
then its hierarchy had better hope it 
has more success with visitors be¬ 
cause the doubters will be watching. 


DID anyone notice 
that the smells of sum¬ 
mer have made an 
early appearance in 
Weymouth town cen¬ 
tre? 

Recent sunny 

weather sparked an 
explosion of visitors, 
but the walk on to the 
seafront was like a slap 
in the face for the 
aroma of cooking oil 


and hot vinegar. 

If anyone needed re¬ 
minding that the holi¬ 
day season is not that 
far away then it was 
provided by the sight 
of scores of people 
strolling along eating 
ice-creams. 

I mean, ice-creams in 
March?!

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Still time to have your 
say on council shake up 

THERE is still time for people to have their say on new 
council ward boundaries across West Dorset district. 

The independent Local Government Boundary Com¬ 
mission for England is currently consulting local people 
on its draft proposals for new ward boundaries across 
West Dorset. 

The consultation closes on April 28th. 

The boundary commission’s draft recommendations 
propose that West Dorset District Council should have 
42 councillors in the future, six fewer than the current 
arrangements. The proposals mean those councillors 
would represent ten single-member, ten two-member and 
four three-member wards. 

The recommendations propose changes to ward bound¬ 
aries throughout the district. 

Max Caller, Chair of the boundary commission, said: 
“We are asking local people to log on to our website or 
visit their local library to have a look at our proposals for 
new ward boundaries for West Dorset district. 

“We are keen to hear what local people think of the rec¬ 
ommendations and to tell us if they agree with the pro¬ 
posals. If you don’t agree with the boundaries we have 
drawn, we would like to hear your alternatives. 

“Our review aims to deliver electoral equality for voters 
in elections to West Dorset District Council. This means 
that each councillor represents a similar number of elec¬ 
tors so that everyone’s vote in council elections is worth 
roughly the same regardless of where you live. We also 
aim to ensure that the council’s wards reflect, as far as 
possible, the interests and identities of local communities 
across the district. 

“We will consider all the submissions we receive who¬ 
ever they are from and whether your evidence applies to 
the whole of West Dorset or just a part of the district.” 

Local people can visit the boundary commission’s in¬ 
teractive consultation portal at consultation.lgbce.org.uk 
to look at detailed maps of the proposals. 

Hard copies of the report and maps have also been 
made available to view at council buildings and libraries.

Author achieves her dream thanks to hospital team

A DORSET author who has over¬ 
come the challenges of 
rheumatoid arthritis (RA) to 
pursue her dream of writing is celebrat¬ 
ing the forthcoming publication of her 
second book. 

Mum of two Laura James, from Wey¬ 
mouth, was diagnosed with RA when 
she was 18 and her condition has 
steadily worsened over the years - but 
with successful surgery at Dorset 
County Hospital she has been able to 
retain mobility in her hands and write 
two romantic novels, with a third under 
way. 

Laura’s first book “Truth or Dare?” 
was published as an e-book last year 
and she has just signed a deal with in¬ 
dependent publisher Choc Lit for her 
second novel “Lollow Me, Lollow 
You” to come out in paperback in Sep¬ 
tember. The book features some char¬ 
acters from her first novel and is set 
around Weymouth and Portland. 

Laura said: “The rheumatoid arthritis 
affects many of my joints but my hands 
have suffered the most. Thankfully I 
was referred to Mr Walsh who with his 
wonderful team has taken care of my 
hand function. 

“Without the constant care of Mr 
Walsh and his amazing team I might 
not have achieved my dream of publi¬ 
cation. My first book was written by 
hand and now I type. I’ve been advised 
to use voice recognition software to 
save my fingers and save the pain but I 
love to write. I love to hold a pen and 
make it glide across the page. I like to 
sit at my desk, tap away at the er¬ 
gonomic keyboard and pause to create

imaginary worlds, invent complex 
characters and devise romantic con¬ 
flicts and resolutions. I need time to 
think, and that would translate into 
dead air on a Dictaphone. 

“I am both thankful and grateful to 
the orthopaedic and rheumatology 
teams at DCH who keep the tools of 
my trade in working condition. They 
are miracle workers.” 


Laura faces more surgery in the fu¬ 
ture but she doesn’t let it get her down: 
“I stay positive because I’ve got confi¬ 
dence in the teams at DCH, and tech¬ 
nology and medicine has moved on so 
much. There are new developments all 
the time.” 

Consultant orthopaedic surgeon Mr 
Sean Walsh urges anyone with symp¬ 
toms of RA to seek help as soon as pos¬ 
sible: “An opinion from a specialist 
doctor called a rheumatologist is usu¬ 
ally required - an early diagnosis is im¬ 


portant before joint damage occurs. 

“There are many excellent treatments 
that will prevent or reduce joint and 
tendon and ligament damage. In fact 
nationally and internationally hand sur¬ 
geons are finding that with early treat¬ 
ment the need for surgery has been 
reduced. 

“Mrs James has undergone more than 
10 separate operations on her hands 
and wrists over the last 16 years. These 
have included joint replacements, joint 
fusions (where the joint is stiffened), 
synovectomies (where the inflamed 
joint lining is removed) and tendon re¬ 
constructions. 

“The aim of surgery in patients with 
rheumatoid arthritis is to improve pain 
and maintain or improve hand and 
wrist function. The decision-making 
about surgery is always a carefully con¬ 
sidered one. It is often undertaken in 
conjunction with the rheumatology 
team, in Mrs James’ case, consultant Dr 
Michael Helliwell, clinical specialist 
Jane Raleigh and the specialist Hand 
Therapy Team. Hand therapy is essen¬ 
tial for the specialist rehabilitation that 
is required after surgery in order to 
make the best recovery possible. 

“Mrs James has been an excellent pa¬ 
tient to treat. She has always main¬ 
tained a very positive attitude and has 
worked very hard with the rehabilita¬ 
tion after all of her surgeries - I am 
thrilled that she has achieved her dream 
to become an author.”

CARE VISITS AT HOME 
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Police warn of phone scam 


WEYMOUTH and Dorchester are now at the centre of a 
major police investigation in to phone scams. 

Detectives were alerted to a problem across Dorset after 
four phone scams were reported to Dorset Police which 
involved the victim receiving a phone call from a person 
posing as a police officer. 

The victim is informed of a possible fraudulent trans¬ 
action going out of their bank account and is advised to 
call the bank to report it. The scammers then hold the 
phone line open by not hanging up at their end. When the 
victim then phones the bank, they are still connected to 
the fraudster and divulge bank details to them. 

But the scam has now been revealed as a much more 
serious problem after another 11 crimes of a similar na¬ 
ture were reported in the last few days with Weymouth, 
Dorchester and Bournemouth proving particular targets. 

Dorset Police is now warning all members of the public 
to be vigilant and they have issued a series of guidance 
notes. 

They include not revealing bank details including PIN 
numbers to anyone. Banks will already have these details 
and will never ask for someone’s card back. 

Officers also advise anyone receiving an unexpected 
call from someone claiming to be from their bank not to 
give them any details but to hang up and call their bank 
on their regular contact telephone number and the police 


using a different telephone and phone line. 

People should also not give their bank cards to strangers 
whatever reason they may give to get the holder to part 
with them, householders should never allow unknown or 
unexpected callers inside their home and, if suspicious, 
should immediately call 999 while police particularly 
stressed that no-one should hand over any cash to people 
they don’t know. 

Detective Inspector Mark Samuel, of Bournemouth and 
Poole CID, said: “We believe that these crimes are hap¬ 
pening nationally and it is possible that many more have 
not been reported. We want to prevent innocent members 
of the public handing over money to fraudsters. 

“It is extremely important that the public are made 
aware of these scams so that they do not fall prey to their 
tactics. I strongly urge everyone to make sure they take 
note of our crime prevention advice. 

“Anyone who has become a victim of such an offence 
and has yet to report this should contact Dorset Police 
immediately on the non-emergency number 101. 

“We’d urge people to dismiss any calls they receive 
like this and report them to police by calling Action Fraud 
on 0300 123 2040.” 

Anyone with information relating to this crime should 
call Dorset Police in confidence on 101, quoting crime 
number C:14:X: 10883. 


Free health checks available 


AT-risk people aged between 40 and 75 in Dorset are 
being invited for a 20-minute health check with their GP. 

The scheme aims to help people lower their risk of de¬ 
veloping common but often preventable diseases such as 
heart disease, stroke, diabetes, and kidney disease. 

Anyone aged 40 to 75 who has not been diagnosed with 
any of the conditions listed above can take part in the 
scheme. 

By spotting increased risk early, doctors can work with 
people to take steps to prevent anything more serious 
from developing. If a risk is found, then that may mean 
some lifestyle changes such as eating a healthier diet, cut¬ 
ting down on alcohol, or increasing physical activity. 

A recently-published review by Public Health England 


revealed that 650 lives across the country could be saved 
while 1,600 heart attacks and 4,000 cases of diabetes 
could be prevented each year if all those eligible took ad¬ 
vantage of health checks. 

The campaign is particularly targeting men in their 40s, 
which is the group with the lowest uptake. 

Dr David Phillips, director of Public Health Dorset, 
said: “As people are now living longer lives, it’s more 
important to make sure they are spent in good health. 

“A free and easy health check can flag up potential is¬ 
sues that can be dealt with, usually with just a few minor 
changes to the person’s lifestyle.” 

To receive a health check, visit your GP or participating 
pharmacy.

How will George Osborne's budget for 'Makers, Doers and Savers' affect small businesses and people in Somerset? 


THIS is a Budget for the makers, the doers and the 
savers," said Chancellor George Osborne when he de¬ 
livered his fifth budget on Wednesday 19 March. "You 
have earned it; you have saved it and this Government 
is on your side." Despite criticism from Labour leader Ed 
Miliband, Mr Osborne's message to the nation's tax pay¬ 
ers has resonated well with leaders of Britain's business 
community, such as the British Chambers of Commerce, 
whose director general John Longworth said: "Business 
wanted a Budget that was disciplined, focused and 
geared towards the creation of wealth and jobs - and 
that's what the Chancaellor has delivered." 

Certainly llminster based Chartered Accountant 
Robert Stone believes that Somerset businesses and in¬ 
dividual tax payers have plenty of positives to take from 
the Budget. "A freeze on duty on West Country ordinary 
cider will help Somerset's cider producers, while there 
are some interesting initiatives to encourage house¬ 
building, which will benefit both local companies in¬ 
volved in construction and property, as well as people 
looking to buy." 

Robert was pleased to see that savers will be re¬ 
warded with higher tax-free limits for ISAs and pre¬ 
mium bonds later this year, together with a cut on 
savings income from 2015. 

"However, anyone using tax avoidance schemes is 
going to be extremely disappointed, as the Govern¬ 
ment has continued its policy of tightening up on tax 
loopholes. They will have to pay the tax avoided up 
front, while tax loopholes used by groups of companies 
are blocked. The rules for Venture Capital Trusts (VCT) 
schemes are also being tightened up to deter abuse." 

Main summary of key areas in 2014 Budget likely 
to affect Somerset businesses and individuals 

Business Taxes - Budget 2014 

"Generally the Budget George Osborne has delivered 


is a good news story, particularly for business invest¬ 
ment, which is still below pre-recession levels. 

"One of the biggest surprises was an increase in the 
annual investment allowance (AIA) to £500,000 from 
April this year is designed to encourage small busi¬ 
nesses to invest in equipment and will mean that up to 
99.8% of businesses could receive 100% upfront relief 
on equipment and fixtures (excluding cars and build¬ 
ings) in the year of purchase. However, it's a case of take 
advantage now or lose it, because the AIA will revert 
back to £25,000 after 31 December 2015. 

"Innovative businesses will be rewarded by the in¬ 
crease in the Research & Development tax credits. This 
is awarded according to the size of the business, so 
small and medium businesses (SMEs) receive 225% of 
qualifying expenditure and large businesses get 130%. 
If an SME is making a loss, then it can claim a cash credit 
from HMRC of 11 %-14.5% from 1 April 2014. 

"Businesses in some of the country's 46 Enterprise 
Zones can claim 100% capital allowances on the equip¬ 
ment they use within the zone. The time allowed to 
claim these allowances has been extended for another 
three years to 31 March 2020. 

Individual Tax Payers - Budget 2014 

"The increase in the personal allowance from £10,000 
to £10,500 in 2015 will be worth about £100 to the av¬ 
erage taxpayer, on top of which a transferrable married 
couple's allowance of £1,050 will help basic rate taxpay¬ 
ers from 2015." 

"The 10% starting rate tax band for savings income is 
to be reduced to 0% from April 2015 and more people 
will be able to receive gross interest thanks to the 
threshold for savings income being raised to £5,000. 

"A particular highlight of Mr Osborne's Budget is the 
new "super ISA", which with its £15,000 tax free yearly 
limit is destine to be the most "far-reaching reform 


since 1921" of the way pensions are taxed. 

"The Seed Enterprise Investment Scheme (SEIS), 
which was introduced in 2012 to encourage investment 
in small companies has now been made permanent 
with the income tax and capital gains tax reliefs apply¬ 
ing for all future years. 

"The Government has announced improvements to 
its new tax-free childcare scheme with relief of 20% on 
the costs of childcare up to a total of £10,000 per child 
per year. The scheme will be worth a maximum of 
£2,000 per child and will be launched in autumn 2015. 

Pensioners - Budget 2014 

"The pension reforms to this year's budget are quite 
radical with the following changes being introduced 
from 27 March 2014: 

A person who wishes to take their pension as "draw¬ 
down" instead of buying an annuity will have to prove 
they have £12,000 of other income in retirement, rather 
than £20,000. 

The capped drawdown withdrawal limit will increase 
from 120% to 150% of an equivalent annuity. 

The total pension savings which can be taken as a 
lump sum will increase from £18,000 to £30,000. 

The maximum size of a small pension pot which can 
be taken as a lump sum (regardless of total pension 
wealth) will increase from £2,000 to £10,000; and 

The number of personal pots that can be taken under 
these small pot rules will increase from two to three. 

"In addition the Chancellor proposes to change the 
rules for defined contribution pension schemes from 
April 2015 so that individuals will have complete free¬ 
dom in how they access their pension savings. Buying 
an annuity will not be a requirement on retirement and 
the 55% tax charge on withdrawing too much from a 
pension fund will be removed. But most importantly 
everyone will be offered free and impartial advice on 
how to best use their pension savings and I would cer¬ 
tainly recommend that people take advice on their pen¬ 


sion savings if they are retiring in the next year." 
"Finally, bingo playing pensioners will be delighted to 
know that from 30 June 2014, the percentage of bingo 
promotion profits paid in duty will be cut from 20% to 
10 %."

Start with an idea 

IF YOU'RE thinking of starting up a busi¬ 
ness, you'll first need to come up with a 
realistic idea that you can turn into a 
product or service. Find local support, in¬ 
cluding help with developing business 
ideas, on the National Enterprise Network 
website. 

Register your idea 

You might have already come up with 
an idea for a business you think there's a 
market for, or invented something you 
think people will want to buy. Find out 
how to register your idea to make sure 
nobody copies it without your permis¬ 
sion. 

Turn your idea into a business 

1. Research your market - identify po¬ 
tential customers. Talk to them and find 
out if your idea is meeting a real need. 

2. Develop and plan - test your product 
or service with real customers, make 
changes, and test it again. Keep doing 
this until you're sure there's a demand for 
it. 

3. Find partners and suppliers - think 
about who you're going to work with to 
develop and sell your idea. 

4. Set up your business - work out 
which legal structure is right for you, and 
whether you want to sell shares. 

5. Get funding - explore different 
sources of business finance, from bank 
loans to government-backed schemes. 

If you're unemployed, you might be 
able to get support and financial help 
from Jobcentre Plus.

Part 2: Research your market 

Test your business idea with potential 
customers to check if there's real demand 
for what you're planning to sell. This lets 
you find out about any problems and fix 
them before you've wasted too much 
time, effort and money. 

Watch a video on researching your mar¬ 
ket to understand your customers'needs. 

1. Identify potential customers. Talk to 
them and find out about their needs. 

2. If you can, make a basic version of 
your product or service (a 'prototype'). 
Work out the cheapest and quickest way 
of making something that lets you find 
out if you're meeting a real customer 
need. 

3. Test it with them and get feedback. 
Find out what they'd be willing to pay for 
it. Try out different prices with different 
customers in a consistent, realistic way to 
see what people will really pay. Can you 
make enough money for a return on your 
investment? 

4. If there are other businesses compet¬ 
ing for your market, think about what will 
make you different. Can you provide 
something better than what's already 
available? 

Example 

If you're in retail you could try different 
opening hours or home delivery. You 
could aim for a specific group of cus¬ 
tomers who aren't being targeted by 
other businesses (a'market niche'), make 
something that's easier to use than com¬ 
petitors' products, or meet a customer 
need by solving a problem that nobody's 
ever solved before. 

If you're starting a retail business, think 
about testing your idea by taking a short¬ 
term lease on premises for a few weeks or 
months. Watch videos on choosing your 
business premises, and deciding whether 
to rent or buy. 

Part 3: Develop and plan 

Develop and change your idea based 
on what you've found out about your cus¬ 
tomers'needs before investing. Deal with 
any problems you've found with your 
product or service, including the way 
you're planning to make and sell it. 

Go back to your customers and test 
again. 

Keep doing this until you're confident 
that they'll be willing to pay what you're 
asking, and that you're meeting their 
needs. 

If there's no real demand for your idea, 
think about changing it completely. Is 
there another product, service or market 
that uses your skills and resources in a dif¬ 
ferent way? 

Write a business plan 
A business plan is a good way to sum up: 
• the customer need you're aiming to 
meet 


• how your business will meet that need 
while making a profit 

It should clearly show the results of your 
customer research, and that you're able to 
explain how you can turn your idea into 
viable business before you invest lots of 
time and money. 

Your plan can also be a very helpful tool 
to convince other people of the value of 
your business. This includes potential 
partners and sources of funding. 

Part 4: Find partners and suppliers 
Many businesses start with just one per¬ 
son, known as a'sole trader'. If you set up 
as a sole trader you'll be self-employed, 
which means you'll be your own boss. 
You'll also be responsible for: 

• managing your own time 

• looking after all of your company's 
admin and accounts 

• taking risks with your own money, par¬ 
ticularly if you're leaving full-time employ¬ 
ment 

Whether you set up as a sole trader, 
partnership or limited company, your 
business is likely to involve working with 
more people to develop and sell your idea 
- including partners, suppliers and distrib¬ 
utors. 

Partners 

Finding a co-founder with relevant skills 
and knowledge that are different to yours 
lets you focus on what you're best at. 

For example, you might be selling a 
product you invented, or a service that 
uses a particular skill or talent you have, 
but not have any hands-on experience of 
running a business. If so, you might want 
to work with someone who has business 
and management skills, and can look after 
things like financial planning and recruit¬ 
ment. 

Consider working with several partners 
in a team. You'll be able to share respon¬ 
sibilities including risk, getting funding, 
expertise and sharing contacts. 

Suppliers 

Whether you're making a product and 
you need raw materials, or supplies and 
equipment to run your service, many 
businesses need to work closely with sup¬ 
pliers. 

Search online and talk to other busi¬ 
nesses. Draw up a list of potential suppli¬ 
ers. Get estimates, then go and talk to 
them so you can: 

• negotiate prices 

• start to develop relationships 

• get a sense of which suppliers are reli¬ 
able and trustworthy 

You'll need to agree on payment terms 
with your suppliers, and get them in writ¬ 
ing. This includes your'trade credit'period 
(how many days you agree to pay invoices 
within), and whether they can offer you 
discounts for things like buying in bulk or 
quick payments. 

You'll also need to find suppliers for the 
equipment you'll need to run your busi¬ 
ness, including your IT systems. 

Getting your product to market 

If you're planning to sell your product in 
shops and expand outside of your local 
area, you'll need to work with a distribu¬ 
tor. If you're selling overseas, consider 
[working with a freight forwarder] 
/freight-forwarding-moving-goods 
"Freight forwarders: moving goods") who 
can deal with exporting your goods. 

Build a website 

You can also attract customers and in¬ 
crease awareness by setting up a website 
for your business. Search online for re¬ 
sources, as well as local web design and 
development companies you can work 


with. 

You may also be able to sell your prod¬ 
uct or service directly through your web¬ 
site. 

Part 5: Set up your business 
You'll need to decide which legal struc¬ 
ture is right for your business before you 
register and start trading. 

It's important to understand the differ¬ 
ent risks and benefits before you choose 
- whether you set up as a sole trader, lim¬ 
ited company or partnership affects: 

• the amount of financial risk you're tak¬ 
ing on 

• the way you'll need to pay tax, and re¬ 
port to HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) 
and Companies House (for limited com¬ 
panies and some types of partnership) 

• how much control you have over how 
your business is run 

Employing people 

If you'll need extra help or people with 
specific skills to run your business, you 
might decide to take on employees. Find 
out about your legal responsibilities as an 
employer, including things like pay, tax 
and insurance, before you start employ¬ 
ing staff. 

You'll need to register as an employer 
with HMRC if you want to employ people, 
even if you're a sole trader. 

Working with advisers 

Make sure you get an estimate from any 
advisers you work with, and agree in ad¬ 
vance what they will do. 

Some advisers will charge an hourly fee, 
and others may offer a fixed price for a 
piece of work. It's always worth getting 
several quotes before you decide who to 
use, so you can compare prices and make 
sure you'll be able to work well together. 

Accountants 

An accountant can help with things like 
financial advice and managing growth. 
You can also appoint them as an 'agent'to 
deal with your tax affairs, submit your VAT 
returns and deal with HM Revenue & Cus¬ 
toms (HMRC) on your behalf. 

Legal advisers 

You should also consider getting legal 
advice when setting up your business. 
This is particularly important if you want 
to sell shares. 

Part 6: Get funding 

When you start a business, there'll usu¬ 
ally be period when you're investing lots 
of time, effort and money before you start 
making a profit. It's important to research 
your market to make sure your customers 
will really pay for your product or service 
before you do this. 

Once you're confident that they will, 
you should explore different sources of 
funding to help with the costs of starting 
up your business. 

Government schemes 

If you need some initial funding to test 
and develop your business idea, you 
might be able to get help from a govern¬ 
ment-backed support scheme. 

Get a bank loan 

Once you can show that there's a mar¬ 
ket for your idea, one option for funding 
your start-up costs is getting a bank loan. 
You'll need to be able to: 

• give the bank realistic cash flow fore¬ 
casts 

• prove that you'll be able to pay back the 
loan with interest 

The bank might require you to provide 
security against your loan, like your house 
or car, in case you don't repay. You should 
think carefully about how much risk 
you're willing to take on before you get a 
loan or give any personal guarantees. 
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Museum celebrates 40 years of Terracotta Warriors 


40 YEARS ago on March 29th 1974 a group of Chinese 
farmers made one of the most spectacular archaeological 
discoveries of the 20th Century - the terracotta warriors. 
The farmers had been digging a well near the tomb of the 
first Emperor of China when they broke into the pit of war¬ 
riors. Archaeologists investigated and came across a pit 
holding some 6,000 life-size terracotta statues. 

The discovery of the terracotta warriors caused world¬ 
wide fascination and they have become known as the 
eighth wonder of the ancient world. To celebrate the an¬ 
niversary of their discovery the Terracotta Warriors Mu¬ 
seum in Dorchester will be giving visitors to the museum 
on Saturday, March 29th an exquisite statue of a kneeling 
crossbowman in a presentation box. 

The Terracotta Warriors Museum, in Dorchester, has a 
small but inspiring group of the terracotta warriors repre¬ 
senting different types such as a general, a crossbowman

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New Porsche Cayman GTS Resets Sports Coupe Benchmark 


THE NEW Porsche Cayman GTS is the most 
powerful and fastest edition of the mid-en- 
gined coupe from the German sports car 
manufacturer to date. With an uprated en¬ 
gine and sharpened chassis responses, the 
Cayman GTS sets a new benchmark for sport¬ 
ing performance in its market. 

Since its debut in 2005, the Cayman has 
earned a particular reputation as a driver's 
car. At the heart of the two-seater beats a 
charismatic flat-six engine, positioned deep 
in the middle of the chassis to offer a low cen¬ 
tre of gravity for a balanced and precise driv¬ 
ing experience. Furthermore, the distinctive 
coupe styling confers a high level of torsional 
rigidity which further enhances the dynamic 
virtuosity. 


The six-cylinder'boxer'engine in the Cay¬ 
man GTS is based on the 3.4-litre engine of 
the Cayman S. Specific fine tuning has deliv¬ 
ered an additional 15 hp (11 kW), with the re¬ 
sult that the Cayman GTS offers 340 hp (250 
kW). The torque has also increased by ten 
newton metres to 380 Nm. 

Further emphasising the distinctive charac¬ 
ter of the GTS is the Sport Chrono package 
and Porsche Active Suspension Management 
(PASM), fitted as standard. These offer the 
driver the opportunity to not only modify the 
damper stiffness, but also subtly change the 
throttle characteristics of the engine. In con¬ 
junction with the optional Doppelkup- 
plungsgetriebe (PDK) seven-speed 
double-clutch transmission, the Launch Con¬ 


trol function accessed via the Sport Plus but¬ 
ton enables the Cayman GTS to accelerate 
from 0-62 mph in 4.6 seconds, 0.3 secs 
quicker than a standard Cayman S with PDK. 

With the standard manual six-speed trans¬ 
mission, a top speed of 177 mph is possible. 
The new GTS is also the first mid-engined 
Porsche coupe to be certified according to 
the Euro 6 emissions standard, and achieves 
an overall fuel consumption with PDK of 34.4 
mpg Combined (31.4 mpg with manual 
transmission). 

The dynamic engine mounts also offered as 
part of the Sport Chrono package enables 
the Cayman GTS to offer an impressive 
breadth of chassis responsiveness. Under ac¬ 
celeration, cornering or braking, the mount¬ 
ings between the body shell and engine 
stiffen automatically to reduce the effects of 
mass transfer during dynamic manoeuvres, 
further increasing agility. 

Furthermore, the standard fit Porsche Ac¬ 
tive Suspension Management (PASM) en¬ 
ables the driver to switch between 
progressive sporting behaviour and long-dis¬ 
tance comfort at the press of a button. Stylish 
black painted 20-inch diameter Carrera S 
alloy wheels riding on 235/35 tyres at the 
front and 265/35 tyres at the rear complete 
the chassis set-up. 

The Cayman GTS can also be specified with 
a new, optional sports chassis configuration 
that lowers the ride height by 20 mm, under¬ 
lying the fact that at the heart of every 
Porsche is a race car suitable for both the cir¬ 
cuit and everyday use. 

The strong, individual character of the Cay¬ 


man gains further independence with the 
GTS model. A distinctively styled front spoiler 
and black-finish Bi-Xenon headlights - with 
the Porsche Dynamic Light System (PDLS) as 
standard - are a subtle clue to the new 
model's identity, which is confirmed from be¬ 
hind with exterior lettering in silky black 
gloss finish, and a re-styled lower rear apron. 

Inside, bolstered sports seats and leather 
trim are standard. Like other Porsche GTS 
models, the sporting ambience of the interior 
is refined with Alcantara elements. 

The GTS lineage 

The Porsche Cayman can trace its roots 
back to the legendary 904 Carrera GTS of the 
1960s, which likewise was a mid-engined 
two-seater coupe. Since those days, the let¬ 


ters'GTS' have stood for'GranTurismo Sport' 
and a promise of outstanding levels of 
Porsche performance. 

With the new model, Porsche is extending 
the GTS principle to the Cayman. Like the 
Cayenne GTS and Panamera GTS already, this 
is a car that stands for superior driving dy¬ 
namics in its market. 

The combination of letters originates from 
the 904 Carrera GTS, a race car launched in 
1963 that could also be registered for use on 
public roads. In the 1980s and 1990s, the 924 
GTS and 928 GTS cultivated this principle. It 
was reborn in 2007 in the form of the 
Cayenne GTS, and was subsequently also im¬ 
plemented in the'Type 997'911 and most re¬ 
cently the Panamera.
